letter •'laying, “I thought Maisie Dishface was 
marvelous in ‘Hot Hearts.’ 
She brought Ivune 
a great moral les.'On to our p eop le.” 
It then 
distributes that letter to p eop le who are sup ­ 
p osed to cop y it and .send it in to local p ap ers 
under their own names. 
For every three let­ 
ters these “clients” succeed in p utting over the 
agency p ays $1 p lus p n.^tage. 
Readers sometimes 
wonder 
why 
editors 
insist on checking and reserving the right to 
reject letters to the editor.
